These words, which Pope Pius X adopted as his motto in an en- 
. cyclical issued August 10, 1903, six days after he had been elevated 
to the pontificate, were on his lips as he died. 

The end, which came at 1:20 o’clock this morning, was peace 
ful. A few moments before he had been roused from semi-con- 
sciousness. He attempted to bestow a blessing upon those gath- 
‘ered in the chamber, but his strength failed. After a pause he 
‘murmured the scriptural text.and.did not speak again. 

Father Francis Xavier Wernz, General of the Society of Jesus, also died 
in Rome this morning. Father Wernz was called The Black Pope, a nick- 
name used to indicate his power behind the throne. The late Pius X was 
generally known as The White Pope.“ l

‘tions: 

“When both Pius IX and Pope Leo passed away, the Government found

In ease of the death of Pope Pius X, however, on account of the hour of his 
‘death, such precautions were not necessary. 
i The death of the Pontiff in the eightieth year of his life and the twélfth 
tear of his pontificate, while long expected because of ailment incident to 
advanced age, nevertheless came as a shock even to those near him. F 
-peveral days he had been suffering from gouty catarrh, but Tuesday his phy- 
“sicians said the trouble was of no great importance, and yesterday morning 
.weassuring reports concerning the patient were current. 
Tube change came suddenly yesterday morning and early in the afternoon 
‘those in attendance announced death was imminent. Similar attacks had 
_ been resisted with the aid of the Pope’s will power, but depression over the 
clash of arms in Europe militated against another recovery. 


‘Painful Struggle to Breathe During the Night. 

At 10.0’clock last night the Pontiff experienced an attack of coughing 
that distressed him. He could not move in bed without assistance and the 
‘struggle he made“ to breathe was painful to witness. As the supreme me- 
wont approached the coughing ceased and the restlessness which the doctors 
had been unable to relieve disappeared. The features of the patient, which 
‘bac given evidence of his pain, resumed a normal expression except for 
the pallor which increased. 

The Papal Secretary of State, Cardinal Merry del Val, Cardinals Fer- 
rata, Cagiano and Bisleti, the Pope’s two sisters, and physicians who were 
at the bedside recognized the calm preceding death. Dr. Marchiafava, his 
‘Wand on the Pontiff’s pulse, turned toward the Papal Secretary, who was 
kneeling, and shook his head. Cardinal Merry del Val understood and cov- 
ered his face with his hands. Meantime, Cardinal Vannutelli, the Pope’s 
_ niece, Gilda Parolin, his major domo, Mgr. Bianchi, Mgr. Misciatelli and his 
~ geeretaries, Mgr. Bressan and Mgr. Pescina, bad joined the group in the 
chamber. 

Two sisters and the Pope 's secretaries could not restrain their sobs and 
their voices seemed to bring back the pontiff from the state of coma into 
‘which he had lapsed. His eyes opened and his lips moved and it was plain 
that he was making an effort to impart a final blessing. For a moment it 
seemed that dissolution had taken place and then the lips moved again.

session of Belgium, the first real battle 
of the war, will be fought east and 
south of Brussels, on the front from 
Louvain to Namur, known to history as 


the Lines of the Dyle. 


Equaily patent is the fact that there 
is a general conviction in the allied 
capitals that, in the end, Brussels will 
fall to the Germans and the French 
troops will fall back toward France cer- 
tainly, while the Belgians will conceiv- 
ably fall back on Antwerp. 

What, then, will be the consequences 
of such a victorious German advance? 
To get even an approximate notion of 
the meaning. it is necessary to pass rap- 
idly in review the progress of events 
since Monday, Aug. 3. when Germans 
suddenly entered Belgian territory and 
moved against Liege. 

Review of Developments. 

The German assault upon that city be- 
gan on Aug. 4. On that day. it was oc- 
cupied by a garrison of the permanent 
force which Belgium. keeps in her three 
great fortifications, Namur, Liege and 


Antwerp; also there were doubtless’ 


about the town some regiments. of. the 
Belgian field. army. 

Once the fact of resistance was estab- 
lished,. the Belgian and French general 
staff were united in a common task. 

For 10 yeare French Generals had fore- 
seen the Luxemburg-Ulege onrush. and 
had planned to meet it. What they nud 
not kKnewn was that Belgium would re- 


| 


and French forces, apart from a few 
regiments of cavalry and _§ artillery, 
would be unavailable for at least 10 
days. 

Accordingly, it became the mission of 
the Belgian army to delay, impéde, em- 
barrass the German advance until the 
French forces could come up. In this 
work the plans of Belgian resistance to 
a German invasion, prepared by the Bel- 
gian general staff long in advance, 
served admirably. 

Autwerp Last Retreat. 

Their general scheme was to delay the 
invaders as long as possible on the line 
of the Meuse held by the fortresses of 
Namur, Huy and Liege, then to fall 
back to the lines of the Demer, of the 
Dyle, and finally to Antwerp a magnifi- 
cent seaport, prepared to received the 
whole Belgian army, and one of the 
strongest places in all Europe. 

During the first two or three days of 
the fighting about Liege, Belgian field 
forces assisted in the resistance. But as 
German masses came up and began to 
cross the Meuse, above and below, the 
Belgian troops, apart from the garrison, 
were drawn out. 

This enabled the Germans to enter the 
city between the forts. Meantime, the 
Belgian field army, now fully mobilized 
and numbering at least 80,000, took up 
the work of holding back the German 
advance. 8 

The series of “battles in Belgium” 
which followed has been discussed here. 
With Liege squarely in its path, the 
German general staff had for some days 
a difficult problem getting troops west 
of the Meuse in large numbers and sup- 
plying them.

A Problem of Time. 

The problem then faced was: Could 
they reach the battle line in time to 
participate?

So Overwhelmed by War, He Could 
Not Withstand Gouty Catarrh 


The Pope’s last illness began almost 
coincidentally with the war in Europe. 
Those close to him believe that grief 
over the situation brought on the final 


crisis, and so overwhelmed him that he 
was unable in his eightieth year to with- 
stand still another attack of his old 
enemy, gouty catarrh. III health had 
been the Pontift's lot for many years, 
and, intermittently, the attacks have 
been so serious that the world was pre- 
pared several times to hear of his death. 
During the summer there id been 
numerous denials from the V ican that 
his indisposition was serio’ s As late 
as Aug. 10 i; t, on the eleventh anniver- 
sary of his c »nation, Pope Pius grant- 
ed numerous audiences. 

Two days later it became known that 
he had canceled virtually all engage- 
ments. His attendants reported he was 
unable to work, and that he sat listless 
and silent for hours, evidently brooding 
over the great clash of arms in Europe. 

His physician, Dr. Marchiafava, or- 
dered His Holiness to bed Aug. 16, when 
it Was announced that the war and the 
intense heat in Rome had combined to 
depress him. In bed he continued to 
dream of the conflict by night and to 
discuss it by day. 

Mental Hilmess to Deal With. 

“I shall not cease to implore God to 
put a stop to this inhuman butchery,” 
he declared. His physicians had to 
deal with this mental condition as well 
as physical suffering. Arrangements 
were made by which Cardinal Merry del 
Val, the papal secretary of state, would 
give a daily report on the war. The 
Pope desired to see some way in which 
he might use his influence to check the 
bloodshed, and he was the more affect: 
ed .because any action seemed useless. 

At the commencement of the Euro- 
pean crisis he had addressed an ¢x- 
hortation to all the Catholics of the 
world, asking them to lift their. souls 
toward Christ. — wae able. to 
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ald, and he called upon the clergy to 
offer public prayer. 

The break between Austria and Servia 
from the first became a source of great 
grief to him, for the Vatican was most 
friendly toward both nations. He wa’ 
shocked, he said, at the assassination 
of Archduke Francis Ferdfnand, ths 
heir to the Austrian throne, who, like 
all the Hapsburgs, was an ardent Cath- 
olic, and was sympathetic toward littie 
Servia, with which the Vatican had oniy 
recently concluded a friendly concorda~. 

The Pope's views on peace, embodied 
in an allocution delivered at the con- 
sistory at which he created 18 new 
cardinals last May, constituted such a 
remarkable document that, the Carnegie 
Peace Union, founded in February by 
Ardrew Carnegie with an endowment of 
$2,000,000, decided to begin among the 
clergy of the Roman Catholic Church its 
educational activities in behalf of dis- 
armament by sending to each of thé 
22,000 priests of the United States and 
Canada a copy of this allocution. ‘In 
it the Pope referred to “men of dis- 
tinction and force planning schemes for 
preventing the calamities of revolutions 
and the slaughter of war, and for in- 
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the Post-Dispatch the procedure to de 
followed im the election of a new Pope. 
Following are the main steps in the 
choosing of the Pope: 

As soon as the Pope died all the of- 
ficials left the palace except the Car 
dinal-Camerlengo, whose office does not 
expire with the death of the Pope. The 
secretaries, if the canon law procedure 
was followed, brought the ring of th 
fisherman and the seal of the deceasod 
Pontiff to this Cardinal, who broke 
them with a hammer. 

The next step was for the Dean ol 
the Sacred College, the Senior Cardinal- 
Priest and the Senior Cardinal- Deacon 
together with the Cardinal-Camerlengo 
to assume the administration of this 
affairs of the Holy See. 

Notice was then sent by the Secre- 
tary to all the absent Cardinals inform 
ing them of the death of the Sovereign 
Pontiff. But they are not summoned 
by anyone to attend the election of the 
next Pope. The canon law is then 
guide. 

Wait 10 Days to Elect. 

The Cardinals, who were at court 
when the Pope died, will wait ten days 
for the arrival of the absent Cardinals. 
But if they hold an election either be- 
fore or after the ten days, it will be 
valid. 
services are held daily in St. Peter's 
for the deceased Pontiff, after which 
his body will be deposited in its provis- 
ional tomb. 

On the eleventh day the Cardinals 
gather in the basilica of St. Peter and 
the Cardinal-Dean celebrates the mass 
of the Holy Ghost. Then they proceed 
to the conclave in the Vatican Palace. 
The Pontifical constitutions concerning 
the election of the Sovereign Pontiff are 
read and the Cardinals promise under 
oath to observe them. 

Once having entered the conclave, they 
cannot leave until after the election of 
the new Pope. During the first ‘day, 
free access is granted to government 
representatives, princes, priests and peo- 
ple generally. But when evening comes 
all but the conclavists are rigorously 
excluded. Each Cardinal goes to his 
cell, over which is his coat of arma, 
covered with green serge or with pur- 
ple, if he has been created by the de- 
ceased Pontiff.

| IUS X has effected marked 
— changes in important matters 
of church government and 
discipline, and has been unrelent- 
ing in attacking the doctrina] er- 
rors of modernism, which he calis 
the “synthesis of all heresies.”” He 
has organized the Roman Curia, 
made up of the various sacred con- 
gregations of Cardinals who assist 
the Pope in the\administration of 
church affairs, revived the vener- 
able tribunal of the Rota, inaugu- 
rated a codification of canon law, 
transferred the church in the Unit- 
ed States from the jurisdiction of 
the propaganda as a missionary 
land to the immediate supervision 
of the Cardinal Seeretary of State 
in the Vatican itself, instituted in 
Rome a school for higher Biblical 
studies, ordered the establishment 
of confraternities for the teaching

Cardinal Sarto brought about many 
reforms in the diocese of Venice, 
One of the most notable was the aboli- 
tion of profane music from the churches 
and the revival of the Gregorian chant, 
which is the historic musical language 
of the church. He was a good musician, 
playing the piano well himself and lov- 
ing to hear good music played by others. 

A fellow Cardinal says of his election 
as Pope: 

“The votes for Cardinal Sarto 
steadily increased from the first to 
the seventh ballot, on which he was 
elected. When the Cardinal observed 
that the Suffrages for him were aug- 
menting, he was visibly disturbed, 
and in a fervent speech he implored 
his colleagues not to regard him as 
a candidate. Contrary to his wishes, 
the votes for him increased. He then 
became alarmed, and in a second 
speech, in most pathetic language, he 
again besought the Cardinals to for- 
get his name, as he could not accept 
a burden too heavy for him to bear.

A LL were moved by the modesty 
and sincerity of the man. When 
he resumed his seat his cheeks 

were suffused with blushes, tears were 

gushing from his eyes and his body 
trembled with emotion. It was only after 
some of the leading Cardinals entreated 


him to withdraw his opposition that he 
finally and reluctantly consented to 


.abide by the will of God and accept 


the sacrifice. Never did a prisoner make 
greater efforts to escape from his con- 
finement than did Cardinal Sarto to eé- 
cape from the yoke of the Papacy. 
“When his election was officially an- 
nounced his florid countenance assumed 
a deathly pallor, and restoratives were 
applied to save him from fainting. So 
little did Cardinal Sarto expect to be 
the choice of his colleagues that on 
setting out for Rome he purchased a 
return éicket to his home in Venice.” 
The return half of that ticket will- 
never be used. 
Having been installed in the chair of 
St. Peter and chosen the name of Pius, 
the new Pope began to direct affairs as 
he believed St. Peter would have direct- 
ed them. The same methods he had 
used as priest and bishop and patri- 
arch he brought to this higher and 
verter sphere.

This has beén point- 
ed to as an illustration of the inca- 
pacity of Pius X as a diplomat, but it 
is difficult te see how. with a succession 
ot governments such as France has had 
since the death of Leo XIII it could 
have been prevent even by the most 
astute of diplomats.

This was an at- 
tempt on the part of certain 
churchmen to reconcile religion 
and science by seeking a material 
explanation for all supposedly super- 
natural phenomena.

He had abundant 
gray hair that was generally tousied. 
He spoke with a magnificent, soft voice 
and in the words of Cardinal Gibbens, 
“His simple, strong exterior correspond- 
ed with his spiritual intellectual mar-

NELMS CHARGES INNES 
WITH MURDER BY POISON 


Affidavit Says. Lawyer and His 
Wife Caused Death of Two 
Missing Sisters. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Aug. 2.—The 
affidavit of Marshall Nelms, upon which 
a warrant was issued ch g Attor- 
ney Innes with the murder of Nelms’ 
two sisters, was made public late yester- 
day. It accuses both Innes and his wife 
of murder and makes the specific charge 
of poisoning. It reads: 

‘Victor E. Innes and Mrs. Victor E. 
Innes, alias Mrs. Ida May Innes, alias 
Mrs. Margaret Mims, alias Mrs. M. M. 
Hardemann, in the county of Bexar and 
State of Texas, on or about the fif- 
teenth day of June, 1914, did, with malice 
aforethought, kill Blois Nelms Dennis 
and Beatrice Nelms, by then and there 
administering poison.” 

Innes and his wife, charged with mur- 
der, are under arrest at Eugene, Ore., 
where the arrival of extradition papers 
granted yesterday by Gov. Colquitt is 
awaited. 

Mrs. Dennis and her sister disappeared 
more than two months ago when trav- 
eling in the South. Nothing has been 
heard from them since their mother re- 
ceived a letter in San Francisco from 
Mrs. Dennis, dated New Orleans, in 
which the writer said she had killed her 
sister and intended to kill her brother. 
Innes was attorney for Mrs. Dennis 
in a 4Givorce sult. Marshall Nelms 
started an investigation which led to 
the affidavit against Innes when he 
learned Mrs. Dennis had signed notes 
for nearly $10,000 in Innes’ favor.

CORN CROP ESTIMATED AT 
2,700,000,000 BUSHELS 


United States Chamber of Com- 
merce Expects Production to 
Be Slightly Above Normal. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. Production 
of 2,700,000,000 bushels of corn in the 
United States this year is the forecast 
today of the Committee on Statistics 
and Standards of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. Its report 
is based on data recently secured. The 
outlook is for about a normal crop, since 
the average for 10 years is 260,000,000 
bushels. 

The committee’s reports show that 
conditions are very good in some sec- 
tions and very poor in others. Exces- 
sive rain in the early growing season 
and later drouths have fmjured the 
crop in Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas and 
Missourl. Kentucky, Mississippi, Louis 
ana and Alabama suffered from a severe 
drouth.

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House Containing Twelve Per- 
sons Taken Off Foundation 
and Many Barns Destroyed. 


A tornado passing between Edwards 
ville and Collinsville yesterday after- 
noon nearly wrecked the town of Mary- 
ville. Four steel stacks on the power- 
house of the Donk Bros.’ Coal and Coke 
Co. were torn down and driver through 
the buildings beneath them. 

A part of the upper works of the mine 
was torn off and carried half a mile 
and dropped on the car barns of the 
East St. Louis & Suburban. The mine 
will be closed for two weeks. 

A boarding house containing a dozen 
persons was moved several feet off its 
foundation, and a dozen barns and other 
buildings, together with miles of fences, 
were destroyed. The air was filled with 
debris. 

One of the oddest incidents was at 
the home of Mrs. L. D. Mendenhall at 
211 Fourth street, Coilinsville. Aroused 
by a crash she went to the back door 
and found tat the storm had deposited 
a galvanized iron washtub on her porch. 
Where it came from has not been ds- 
certained. 

A downpour of rain in St. Louis yes- 
terday afternoon was followed last night 
by a second storm, the total precipita- 
tion being 2.08 inches. The rain was ac- 
companied by a wind, which at times 
reached a velocity of 40 miles an hour. 

Streets were flooded, sewers clogged 
and telephone wires Diown down. There 
was a drop of 18 degrees in temperature 
between noon and 1 p. m., from 90 to 78. 

Petti Galetta of 5241 Wilson avenue, | 
a street laborer, was killed on Manches- 
ter avenue a few feet west of the city 
limits, when he attempted to remove a 
telephone wire which had biown down. 
It had fallen across a street railway 
trolley wire, and he was electrocuted. 

Sewers in the vicinity of Sixth street 
and Washington avenue became clogged 
and water spread over the streets and 
stood two inches deep on the sidewalks. 
Pedestrians sought refuge in stores. 

A barn near Edwardsville, in which 
A. H. Bode and five children had gone 
to get out of the rain, was blown down. 
Bode was injured. 

There were several cases of persons 
being injured by fallen live wires in the 
city, and several accidents indirectly 
due to the storm.

patch for the Government to buy ships to be used 
for transportation of American foodstuffs to 
foreign markets. : 

It was agreed to ask Congress for an appro- 
rriation of $25,000,000 for this purpose. 

The acceptance of this practical and efficient 
plan of relieving the business crisis and breaking 
the commercial blockade marks a quick and decis- 


ive victory of sound judgment and progressive 

action in dealing with the emergency. 

The first suggestion of Government purchase of 

freight vessels was made in the Post-Dispatch of 

Aug. 9. Noting the crisis caused by the stoppage 

ot ocean transportation and the abandonment of 

grain trains, the Post-Dispatch demanded prompt 
action on the part of Congress to relieve the sit- 
vation. We said in part: 

Senator Newlands’ suggestion that the 
Government be authorized to provide for the 
construction of 30 vessels, to be used as aux- 
Uary ships to the navy or for use in com- 
mercial or navy mall lines, is good, but it 
does not offer aid in the present emergency. 

Why wait to build ships? Why not buy 
ships? If the American Government can au- 

_ thorise the building of ships for commerce, 
the American Government can buy ships for 
commerce. Most of the vessels belonging to 
French, British, German, Belgian and other 
foreign corporations and individuals, can be 
bought for a small percentage of their value. 

As a business policy the Government would 
do far better to appropriate sufficient money 
to buy a fleet of commercial vessels for im- 
mediate use, than to authorize the building 
of any number of vessels for use next year or 
the year after or five years hence, when the 
crisis is past.. It is doubtful whether admit- 
ting foreign-built ships to American registry 
would meet the emergency. It might help. 
But corporations would have to be organised, 
private capital enlisted and assurances of 
the safety of these ships would have to be 
given by Congress. 

Ships owned by the Government, operated 
under the American flag and put into com- 
mission solely for the purpose of meeting the 
needs of the civilized world, would be re- 
garded with approval by the European na- 
tions which will control the seas, and which 
have as much need for our foodstuff market. 

The opportunity for trade in South and 
Central America and in Asia: and Africa, 
which the Post-Dispatch urged the American 
merchants and manufacturers to seize de- 
pends upon adequate shipping facilities. 
Without means of distributing American pro- 
ducts, the opportunity does not exist. Con- 
gress can provide the means, 

Repeating the demand on August 11, we said, 
under the headline “Action, Action, Action!”: 

The country could well afford to spend 
millions in getting American prodtcts to for- 
eign markets all over the world. Every dol- 
lar expendeé in this way would be a splendid 
investment, not alone for the immediate 
profit, but for future trade with foreign 
countries which hitherto have bought sup- 
lies from Furope. 3 

The great opportunity now inviting Ameri- 
can industry and trade depends upon ship- 
ping facilities. Private enterprise will sup- 
ply the deficiency in time, but it takes time to 
organize private capital. The Government is 
organized and has the men and the money. 

Action, action, action—that is the pressing 
duty of Congress and the administration. 
Keep the railroad trains moving: get the pro- 
ducts to the waiting markets. 

Commending Senator Stone’s able speech in sup- 

port of the plan we said on August 18: 

The Post-Dispatch repeats with urgent em- 
phasis our suggestion that the Government 
use all of its naval transport facilities and 
bring sufficient naval auxiliaries to meet the 
immediate emergency. Authorizing private 
capital to act under enlarged powers is a step 
in the right direction for the future, but it 
does not assure a supply of ships for the 
pressing needs of the farmers, manufacturers 
and merchants. It does not lift the blockade 
on American products which 16 putting the 
railroads out of business and is creating a 
menating business crisis. * * * 

The United States is now the supply depot 
of the civilized world. Whtther our supplies 
shall be utilized for the benefit of the Amer! 


can people who have the products to sell and 
the foreign people who need the products, de- 


pends upon whether we have the wisdom and 
the courage to use the Government resources 
and facilities which lie at hand; whether we 
have the breadth of mind and the strength of 
will to rise te the emergency and the oppor- 
tunity. 

Ocean shipping in this casé may be regarded 
merely as a public utility which the Govern- 
ment owns and operates for the public wel- 
fare. We can assure Congress that the pub- 
lic welfare ig greatly involved in the ques- 
tion. Hesitancy or failure to act up to our 
full powers and resources may inflict untold 
hardships on the people. 

Prompt congressional action on the plan ap- 
proved by the President will not only afford im- 
mediate relief of our glut ahd of foreign need, but 
will enable American producers to seize the great 
opportunities for profitable trade in markets 
abroad. If $25,000,000 is not. enough more should 
be appropriated. Every dollar expended for ocean 
ships now will bring ten in American benefits 
which will be shared immediately by other peo- 
ples. | 

While the Federal Government is using its or- 
ganized forces to keep American products moving 
to market, private capital can be organizing to 
build the permanent merchant marine and to 
gain the place in the ocean carrying traffic which 
rightfully belong to us.

As a Papal 
Delegate in Benevento and again in Perugia in 
early lite he used not only civil but military 
powers with decision and even sharpness. He 
moved in the world of affairs as an equal of the 
best intellects; and when, already 68 years old, 


ter century of activity as one of the master poli- 
ticlans of his time. He urged all Catholics to 
support the governments of the lands they lived 
in, even to condemning the Irish “plan of cam- 
paign” of 1888; was sympathetic with progres- 
sive ideas affecting laboring men; in a word, was 
alive to moderaity. 

Perhups after a statesman the church needed a 
Shepherd Pope, who would be a pattern to his 
flock of humble piety. Pius X was for 17 years 
a parish priest. His family was plain; himself 
simple and humble to a fault. At 45, an age when 
Leo had long been distinguished, he refused a 
bishopric. He was nearly 60 when he was final- 
ly made a Cardinal and patriarch of Venice, 
where for 10 years he continued to live with ut- 
most simplicity. He took to the Vatican a return 
railway ticket to Venice, which he nad procured 
on starting for Rome without personal expecta- 
tions to be elected a successor to Peter. He was not 
ambitious. Leo at his best, as when he brought 
Bismarck to Canossa and ended the German Kul- 
turkampf, or when he persuaded French Catholics 
to support the republic, much against their will, 
would probably have handled more skilfully than 
Pius the difficulties of France over the 
Concordat; he might have spared French priests 
and prelates some of the cruel consequences of 
the late troubles between church and state. But 
the strong Italian feeling of Pius enabled him in 
his own country to bring the relations between 
“blacks” and Whites“ to a far more satisfactory 
state; his well understood interest in the Italian 
cause in Tripoli brought him a generous share in 
the “era of good feeling” which that enterprise 
set up among Italian parties. 


That war extended the boundaries of Christen“ 
dom. His grief that his pontificate should see all 
Europe itself, the nourisher of Christianity, the 
first continent won for the Master, torn in bar- 
baric conflict, can be appreciated by a world 
which had come to know and accurately to ap- 
praise his fine spirituality. The words in which 
he himself described the heaviness of the blow; 
“our heart is wrung with the bitterest sorrow,” 
undoubtedly describe his true feeling. His death 
must be included among the earliest and most 
dramatic of the lamentable results flowing from 
this anachronistic war. 

Kindly, straightforward and devoted the late 
Pope was not a Leo; a strong lion of the church, 
a tamer of Emperors. His chosen title, Pius, de- 
scribed his character and fitted his pontificate. 


THE RUGGED SPIRIT OF THE YEAR. 
Speaking of war, the Anjerican football rules 
for 1914 require the ball to be put in play by a 
scrimmage on the 20-yard line after a touchback 
or safety. This is the principal change from the 
rules for 1918. It lays upon members of the 
weaker team a heavier task than they had last 
year, and with due respect, probably, for the 
current fashions, increases the likelihood of bro- 
ken bones and wrenched ankles. 
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SLOW TO LEARN. 

Herman Ridder, editor of the New York Staats 
Zeitung, urges the United States to forbid Japan 
to attack Germany’s Chinese colony at Kiauchau, 
and to assume guardianship of it herself. 
German-American citizens who counsel this 
country of their adoption to violate its neutral- 
ity and seek trouble, prove themselves wanting 
in due appreciation of the haven of liberty and 
security which they have found here, and slow 
to learn the lesson of the terrible events now 
taking place in Europe. 5 
Germany seized her Chinese colony by force of 


arms, in defiance of the American policy for 


the preservation of China’s territorial integrity. 
The American policy, based on fundamental 
justice, has been and is: the Americas for the 
Americans, Europe for the Europeans, Asia tor 
the Asiatics—and free, friendly interchange of 
ideas and commodities between them all. 

There isn’t a chance that our Government 
will now be guilty of the folly of trying to pull 
Germany’s Chinese chestnuts out of the fire. 
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AN UNJUST DESHRTION CHARGE. 

Edward Murray was taken from his job with 
a bridge gang in Fort Smith, Ark., and brought to 
St. Louis under arrest as a deserter. After being 
imprisoned for two weeks it waé discovered that 
there was no case against him, as he had been 
dishonorably discharged from the army. He was 
then released, penniless and without transporta- 
tion back to his job. ; 

Whether the arrest was due to the zeal of some 
police officer anxious to earn a $50 reward, is not 
stated, but the case illustrates the practical work- 
ings of the policy of making desertion in time of 
peace a penal offense. The army should adopt 
the navy’s sensible plan of dealing with deserters.

NEW YORK, Aug. . Business on the 
outside market for securities has in- 
creased to such an extent that there is 
some difficulty in handling the trans- 
actions. This has caused agitation in 
certain quarters for an early opening of 
the stock exchange. 

Some commission house mefi assert 
that if outside trading is conti 
much longer, a permanent or zation 
may be formed. This possibility is not 
relished by exchange members, who see 
% lessening of their business, following 
heavy losses in commissions and ex- 
Denses, while the market hes been 
closed. The opening of the San Fran- 
cisco Stock Exchange without serious 
trouble has had a good influence on sen- 
timent in the financial ct. 

Foreign news still was uncertain and 
there was nothing in the early advices 
to suggest an immediate resumption of 
business on the London Stock Exchange. 
The Bank of England’ discount rate 
is unchanged at 5 per cent. 

Trade reports of course are uncertain, 
but the general situation appears sound. 
The Iron Trade view says: 

“With shipments suddenly terminated 
by the war, English consumers of stee 
products who have been dependent — 
Belgium and Germany for their require- 
ments, are now turning to American 
mills to meet their needs. Steel manu- 
facturers are ving numerous in- 


lets, skelp and wire rods for shipment 
to England, and one lot of 10,000 tons 
of billets is nearing the closing stage. 
The demand for steel bars from the Pa- 
cific Coast is surprisingly heavy, and 
New England consumers, whose supply 
| from Belgian mills has been cut off, are 
placing orders for their immediate needs 
with American p ucers. Inquiries for 
steel also are being received from South 
America and Japan, although none has 
yet been converted into ordérs. Mined oe 
sage of the shipping bill will 
the tensity of the export trade situa- 
tion to some extent, although the avail- 
able bottoms will continue to restrict 
ream 2 

k Report Is Geeod. 

The Bank of England’s weekly state - 
ment fully reflected the remarkable 
London financiering of the week. With 
its loans now guaranteed by the Brit- 
ish exchecquer, the bank has been re- 
ciscounting all the week on such a scale 
that its office force could not examine 
names, security and standing with suff- 
clent rapidity to keep up with Lombard 
street’s applications. 

Pven today it shut down early in the 


- | forenoon on the further rediscounts until 


tomorrow, obviously with a view: to 
overtaking the work already accumu- 
lated. The weekly statement shows the 
result of this process in a loan expan- 
sion of $119,600,000, which follows one >%f 
$27,100,000 in the preceding week and one 
of $90,000,000 in the opening week of 
August. 

This is 3328. 000, 000 increase „f loans, 
within three weeks, is wholly unprece- 
dented in the history of the bank. 80, 
indeed, is the total to which the loan 
account has risen. 

The £94,700,000 in this week a year ago 
and with a previous maximum of £65,- 
200,000 reached in the last week of De- 
cember, 1902, when the artificial and 
temporary ‘window dressing’ by the 
London private banks in advance of 
their half-yearly statements had reached 
abnormal proportions.”’

This 
was one of the indications of definite 
improvement, and although the move- 
ment to strengthen New York balances 
did not go far it was of great signifi- 
cane? in showing that the interior was 
not leaning nearly as heavily upon his 
market as it did a few davs ago. 
“What was more, the New York 
banks willingly made loans to various 
mercantile interests, and for the 
time since the present disturbance be- 
gan interior banks showed a disposition 
today to invest moderately in commbr- 
al paper.’
